Year-Round School? 


Another obvious solution, is to 
go to school. longer, either by 
adopting a quarter system or just 


adding another semester in the 
summer. Colleges in Florida have 
adopted the previous system on a 
statewide basis and seem happy 
about it, but of course this is a 
good reason for the rest of the 
country not to adopt it.

After her eight years in gram- 
mar school she, along with the 
rest of her graduating class, took 
an entrance examination for high 
school. Not completely qualifying 
for a higher education (there are 
very few opportunities for stu- 
dents to continue their education 
in Kenya), she was given a cer- 
tificate for admittance to a trade 
school. She chose a_ teachers’ 
training school and then taught 
home economics to the primary 
grades in Lumura, 20 miles from 
Nairobi, the capital of Kenya. 

Desire to Learn 

“I knew I was not good enough 
while I was teaching; I wanted 
to better myself so that I would 
be better qualified to teach and 
would be able to teach the more 
advanced methods to my pupils 
so that Kenya on the whole 
would benefit. 

“I wrote my former teacher 
who was then studying at Clare- 
mont Coliege near Los Angeles 
and asked him if he would send 
me some applications to colleges 
in the United States. I hoped to 
learn the most advanced methods 
of home economics. 

“I was very fortunate in that 
his roommate was Mrs. Decker’s 
son, Doug. (Ed. Note: Mrs. Mil-

dred Decker acts as accounting 
clerk in the Hartnell business of- 
fice). Through Doug I met the 
Deckers and they offered to be- 
come my official sponsors in the 
United States. They told me all 
about Hartnell. 

A New Land 

“As English is the official 
language in Kenya I had few 
problems here as far as communi- 
cations go. Of course I have 
never been this far from home 
before and the United: States is 
different from Kenya. I was very 
confused and bewildered when I 
first arrived in San Francisco. To 
make matters worse the engine 
of the jet that I was on conked 
out and we had a four-hour lay- 
over in Seattle. 

“I am_ still confused about 
which mornings I have which 
classes, but I really like Hartnell 
and everyone is so warm and 
friendly. I haven’t had much of 
a chance to become completely 
homesick. Besides, there are sev- 
eral other students from Kenya 
in this area and in San Francisco 
that I know; we get together oc- 
casionally.”
